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DOGS, TO WIN PRIZES,
MUST KEEP IN TRAINING

Mrs. Bertha Sinkler, Owner of
Many Championg, Gives Treat-
ment Formula

The physleal tralning of n Jess Willard
hian nothing on the care of a champlonship
dog. Exerelse, diet and pleep ara just as
lmportant for His Dogship as 1t s for the
fightor—and the proper restriction of each
af thess I looked after with a fidelity and
fixity of purpose that would do justice to
Monaghan himself, Any one who thinks
thut ralsing champlon dogs s an easy task
should read some of the hints as to thelr
eare given by Mrs. Bertha Hinkler. Sho Is
the woman who for the last fifteen yearm
han probably supplied more faney toy Poo-
dles—{firat winners and champlons for Phil-
ndelphla.  big shows—than nny other
hreader.

"“The firat thing a dog needs In the morn-
ing I8 exeroise,” says Mrs, Sinkler.  *“This
may be tiken indoors If the weather Is bad,
but really should be a brisk walk on a
loash.  And let me tell dog owners now
that the dog that runs without a leash, no
matter how doeile he seemy, Is golng to run
once too often some duy. I have exercised
hundreds of dogs, but never, absolutely
never, without a ledash

“Aftoer the dally walk comes breakfast.
This should be a bit of bolled rice, milk
toast, or dog bilscult, If they like It After
breakfast they should lle down for a couple
of houra

“They will be perfectly willing to do thim,
When they geot rostlesa they should be
allowad to run in the yard. Don't give them
4 meal In the middle of the day; a lght
supprer at night is enough for them. An
overfed dog I8 o slck dog.*

Of course, it ien't every ons, who knows
/& champlon, but there ars unmistakable
pointy about a toy poodle, for Instance, that
detormine itw pedigres on sight. A stocky
figure, short legn, long ears, sllky oont
and black or “liver” nose mark the wall-
bred toy poodle. These are the points that
maka for winners in any show. To get
them, necording to Mra, Sinkler, it |s best to
breed from pedigreed stoale.

“Any one can ralse pedigreaed dogs—If he
Is willing to taks scrupulous eare of thelir
bodles, testh, ears, coats and diet. But
this means work. The ears have to be
washed out with boracio meld and ths testh
rubbéd off with a soft cloth. And those
who wish to be dog fanclers should buy
thelr breeders from good stock, for blood
will tell just as surely In dogdom as In
other ways., Soventy-five up to $200 is the
prica for a good dog, but pupplles sell from
$25 to §60 aplece, a0 the original Investment
in guickly repald.

“l have had over 300 ribbons—winnara,
specinl  winners, seconds—but never a
third. [ know the ring and my own dogs
too well to show them when they are not
in condition. Champlon Neff has carried
his championship under many judges and
in hundreds of shows. He had been the
sire of champlons and has earned o fortuns
in his day. This Is just to {llustrate what
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one good dog menns to |ts owner, Nelf
in old now and hin 12 years aro telllng on
him. He will never go In another show.''

Neff wagged his tail In appreciation of
this tribute.

In aplte of hin age, 1t would be diMcenlt
to find n more beautiful animal In toy
poodiedom than this dainty creaturs. He
oarries the wir of the ring with him; he
walka with a highstepping motion and
polses His head with a gesture that proves
that he knowns he has a champlonship to
llve up to. Bred from Neff Senlor of a
Iine of Kentucky winners, he 1a the aristo-
erat of dogdom, the Heau Brummel of his
nat.

“One more word about doga,” Mea. Sink-
ler sald, “and that & most important,
Never ba ortuel to them, Pedigreed, inbred
doge are extremely sansitive,” declared their
mistress, ns nhe coddled o diminotive
fluffy puppy which reposed with half clomsed
eves on her eapacious lnp.  “"They should
be trented Just Hke bables. They are very
affectionate—commend me to poodlen for
real love, they nre much mors davoted
than bulldogs, I have never sold a puppy
from my kennels to a person that would
be cruel to it, nor to & homes where there
are children If I know It, nor did I ever
sond one out of the city.
